1 HATE endearoured, as Occafion offered^ 
,£om the very Beginning to, the ^W of my 
Book, thoroughly to inculcate that great 
^Maxim in Politicks, to which every State has 
owed its Grandeur and Ha^pinefsi and 
which, when any Government neglc£b to 
obierve, fuch a Government muft become 
mean and dej^icabk in the Eyes (^ its Neigh- 
bours, and defiruUive at length to that 
miierable People who have the Misfortune 
to live under It. 

Lastly, I have a Difcomfe upon the/,i- 
berty of the Vrefs ; with which I find your 
Excellency is highly offended. 

I HAVE endeavoured to fliew how abfo- 
iutely neceHaiy this Uberty is in a Nation 
that would prefervc its Freedom ; that when 

in 
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in King James's Hcign ther/ was a Defign 
to have made us complcat Sl^'es^ oaecf the 
firft Steps taken towards it, was the laying' 4 
Refiraint upon the ¥refs ; and that two or 
three wicked Minifters relblred, their ill- 
advifid Trince and the -voretched Nation 
flioutdread notlung in 5Pm?but weekly Pan- 
egyricks upon themfelvcs and their Proceed- 
ings. I have endeavoured to ihew, that the 
Liberty of the Trefsh the moft likely Thing, 
to prevent any Wicked Minifter, who might 
get above die Reach of die Law, ftom day. 
ly committing the moft horrid and tyrannical 
Afttons ; but that a Minifter with common 
Senfe, and common Management, and one 
whofe Conduft will bear being defended 
heed not be afraid of the Liberty of tbt 
9refs. 

I HAVEfliewn how folly this Liberty is at 
prefent enjoyed in China, the largefi_, the 
richeji^ and the befi-governed Empire in the 
World } arid in what Manner it is made to 

be 
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be the ftrongeft, the moft effeSual Check, 
upon <he Life and Affims of the Empe- 
tor faifflleU'. I btre ftewn in ho v misuii4ei 
ft Mumet tbit IMerty wu made nfe of both 
at Rome and Athens, whUe thoft two Gla. 
rious Commonwealths had the leaft Shadow 
of Freedom left among them. 

Among other Inftancra, I have flicwn 
what Xaxnics the Athenian Wtitera took 
with 'Perielet, by whofe ftandalous Adrai- 
niftation that mighty State loft all her for. 
mer Clory and Reputation, and was at length 
utterly mineJ and JeflnjeJ. 

As no Parts of Hiftory are nwre inftmc- 
tive than thofe which fliew by what Meant 
and Errors the beft Conftitutions have been 
ovotumcd, I have been pretty paiticular 
in giving my Readers an Account of Veri- 
cUSy and bis Exploits. 
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.. t am a Uctk furpriz'd to 6sA that it is 
•(bit Tarf of my Book wi^ Which yout 
Excellenpy is, chiefly dilplcafed j and that (fot 
Rufins beft Imown toytmrfilfj you have 
V°dcrtaJ(en to defend one of the moft worth- 
lefi and wicked Creatures, that ever pre- 
tended to fet up &r a Statejman. 

I HAVE fliewn that \i& Ehqaence, upon 
]vhich he chiefly valued himfelf, was nothing 
jnore than what the French call, A Flux ilt 
Boucie, A prodigious yoMility and Fhm ef 
Hoards, delivered with a moft conjumnuta 
jiJTurance i but that none of his Speeches 
had any real Strength and Solidity, or would 
beat being r»/ 

I HAV£ proved *Aij, imoiThUcydidet xA 
^intilian ; two Perfons, who were, perhaps, 
as good Judges of Eloquence, as ever the 
World yet produced. I have lilsewife Ihewn, 
that thit was the natural Confequence of his 
having 
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having leamt his fitferficud Way of Prating 
fiom a ff^omafi-y who was the moft notoiioiu 
and impudent Stmmpet in all Athens, 

I HATE fliewn how thb Tracing FeU&w^ 
having plundered the PvbUck Treafkry of 
all the Wealth which had been coUeding 
many Years, corrupted the Athenians with 
their f^arn Money^ and made them fnrcbaji 
their own Chains, 

I HAVE &ewn in what Maimer he fiibver- 
ted the Cmjiitutiony andaboliihed the Power 
of thzAreo^agites : That he mc^ bafely forged 
fl 'Ploty £>r no other Reaion, but in order to 
banifli one of the beft and greateA Men that ei« 
thcx Aehensy or any other Country ever £aw: 
That when he bad baoiihed the moft valuable 
Pcribns in the Commonwealth who oppofed 
lu8 Meaiiires, he gcevf Jealous of the moft «^ 
Men among his own Friends ; and with the 
moft horrid Barbarity and Ingratitude, caufed 
the Orator E^hialtesy who had been of infi- 
C nit« 
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nite Service to him, to be frh'atePf ajjbjff!' 
ndted: That he minded nothing but the In- 
tercft of him/elf mi his FamiPi : That he 
deftroyed fire thoufand of his innocent 
Fellow-Citizens at once, by Virtue of a moft 
wicked Law, contrived only to iatisfy hia 
own mem Jealoujy mAfrivate Revenge: 
That whenever he made a ¥esce, a War, or 
a Truce, the Motives he aded upon were 
equally fliameful, and only regarded hia 
own IntereJI : That he raifed the Taxes at 
leaft one TbirJ higher than he found them ; 
and is the firfl Minifter, we read of in Hifto- 
ry, that ever demanded Secret-Servke-MoHey 
from an ji/fembly of the Teofk: That he 
either put this Money into his own Tocket, or 
employed it to the bafcft Purpofes : That by 
inventing Shdm-Tlots, and the moft wicked 
Fallhoods, he at laft divided the Athenians 
into two parties: That he did this with no 
other View but that he might himfelf play the 
■Tyrant with the more Security : That in 
a Gity, the moft famous in the World for 
Ml 
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Arts and Sciences, he never preferred on« 
Man of Tarts and Laummg : That while 
the Wealth of Greece ran through his Hands, 
and he duly Iquandered imnienfe Sums upon 
Viiiwes and Buildings, he fuffered the 
ff-eat and wifi Att^xagwas (to whom he 
had the lughell Obligations one Man could 
hare to another) to want the Commm Neceffa- 
ries of Life : That his Ufage of this emi- 
nent Fhiloibpher reduced him to take up 
the fatal Resolution oi ftarving himfelf, and 
leaving the World: That upon this Occafion 
Pericles gave the mofl: flagrant Proof which 
is perhaps to bemet withinallHtftoryjofhis 
being a moft confummate Monfter of Cruelty 
and Hypocri^ : That he fuffered his Coun- 
try to be robbed and infulted in the moil 
Icandalous Manner by all her Enemies j and 
even to lofe the 'Dominion of the Sea: 
That he purchaled a moftjfijameflil 'Peace,, 
partly with Money, and partly by yielding 
up the Athenian Territories: That at laft, 
to prevent his being called to an Account 
Ca for 
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for all thofe immenfe Sums he had lecdTed 
and embezzled, he pimped his Country into 
a bloody and moft unnecefiry Wat : That 
this War, of which he was the fole Author, 
ended in the Taking (X Athens, and the utter 
Deftruftion of the Commonwealth. I have 
fliewn that the moft celebrated Athmwi^ti- 
ters.amidftallhis 'Pi>werxaiGreiitnefs,iteit 
his TiBure in its frcfer Cohurs; and told 
their unhappy Countrymen what muft be the 
Confequencesof hislhameful Adminiftration : 
That Psricfc, however nettled, was forced to 
hear all thofe fevere Truths which I have quo- 
ted out of feveral Writers ; and that though he 
had trampled upon every other Part of the 
Athenian Liberties, he never durft Attempt 
to make his Countrymen fuch ablblute and 
and compleat Slaves, as to retrain, or take 
away the Liberty rfthe Trefs. 

1 HAVE proved all the Particulars above 

mentioned, by plain Matters of Fa£ti and 

taken every one of thofc Faifs out of fomc 

ancient 
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cient Hiftorian. In a Word, this is that 
Terictes whom I have dcmonftratcd to be a 
'Wretch, fu^oixhcmeaneftyealoufies^ hating 
and afraid of everj Athenian of Parts and 
Learning ; and of whom I ftill conceive I 
have juftly feid^ that he was in his Nature 
envious, proud, cruel, avaritious, and impu- 
dent; and this is that ^tricleSy upon whom 
your Excellency has wrote a Temg^ick- 

Let us fee how you begin it 

Your Excellency moft roundly afl«ts 
That This Tericks was an able State/, 
man. Your Excellency docs indeed confefs, 
that « be had the Misjhrtme to be pefter'a 
" Sy a few little ehfiene Toets^ the Grubs 
" tf/ Athens. " Hark you, MnHtcTVlrick > 
Some of the Writiqgs of thefe Grubs of 
Athensy as you are pleaied to call them, 
have already lafted ibovc twa thoufand 
Tears ; and I mi htunbly of Opinion, will 
ftiil laft for fome Ages after th? Compofi-

man. You add, That thefe fame Scurvy Jefts 
** under fame of his Succejfors, drew down

" from Juch Tetuianeies, " 

If you mean that the Athenians had any 
Reftraint laid upon their Pctm, before the 
Mcafures of 'Pericles \izd occafioncd the Ta- 
king of their City, the Deftmftion of their 
Commonwealth, and the fubjeding of them to 
the horrid Government of the Thirty Tyrants y 
I fay, if you mean this, what you affert is 
falje in Fa£i ; The Athenians, till all thefe 
Calamities were brought upon them by the 
Adminifbation of Tericiesy conftantly enjoy- 
ed the Liberty of the Trefs. The Bhtn^ 
ders and Vices of CUon zxviAlcibiadesj wh«n- 
cycr they affe^ed the Publick, were cxpofed 
G 4 wicli 
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with as much Freedom, as the weak and 
wicked Politicks of Tericles. 

You affert, that " Mr. Budgell fays^Vt- 
<* riclcs overturned the Athenian Conjiitsh 
" tia»s andtop-Qve this cites the Scurrili- 
« ties efComickToets." No, Matter *U/r/f*.' 
I do indeed fay, that Tertcles overturned 
the Athenian Conftitution ; and io fays every 
Hiftorian who has wrote of thofc Times : , 
I prove what I fay, not by Quotations 
out of Comick 'Poets, but by the moft no- ' 
torious and undeniable Matters of FaB^ ex- : 
trafted out of the moft autbenttck Hijiories. 
I ftiew, indeed, at laft, that while 'Pericles 
was playing his Pranks, which were equally 
ridiculous and wicked^ the Comick Poets did 
not fpare him j but that they, and other Athe- 
nian Writers^ endeavoured to make theix 
Countrymen fenfible, before it was too late, 
what muft be the Confequences of his cor- 
lupt and icandalousAdminiftration. 
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YonR Excellency proceeds in jrour De- 
fence of this ahk State fmim: Yon fajr that 
" Thucydides does not write like, Mr. Bud- 
" gell, againji Pericles, though he -was hisFoe^ 
*' andthotigbhewasbani^edbybisMeans:^— 
That " Thucydides was above employing 
" thofi leifttre Hours which his Exclufton 
" from State Affairs had givenhim, in writ- 
" ing Lamfoons, or futlifbing Faljhoods, 
«' e^en againft his tnoft inveterate Enemy. " 

Belibte me, Mafta Vlrick! whatever 
you may think, this laft notable Paragraph 
fflicws nothing, but that you are guilty of 
fach a Mijtake, as any Man ought to be 
alhamed of, who makes the leaft Pretentions 
to Letters ot HiJIory. I do not, however, 
expeft your Excellency fliould blufli: It is 
not natural to your Family. 

All the Learned World will perceive, 

from your own Words, which I have quoted, 

what 
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■what an egregious Blunder you are fallen in- 
to : But I do not think it incumbent upon 
me to ftiew you the Miftake you labour un- 
der \ or to corred all the Errors of a Stateiman, 
who may at prefent plead a prelcriptiyc

of this Age : I hope that the TiBure I have 
drawn of Ter'uks, which I fliall ftill yen- 
ture to affirm is a very jufi one, is not fo 
like any Politician now living, that all tHe 
World muft neceffarily lee the Rcfemblance: 
Yet if it be, I muft tell your Excellency, it 
fhall be my daily Prayers, that Providence 
by Ibme Means, or other, will deliver that 
milerable Nation, who are &llen into the 
Hands of fo vretched and wicked a Statef- 
man. The lame CaniJe produces the fame 
Kffed;. As the moft powerful and glorious 
Commonwealth in all Greece.^ was deftroyed 
by the mean Jealoujks^ the Follies^ the Rof- 
facioujnefsy the Weaknefs^ and the fP^ickedaefs 
of ^ericleSy I will venture to afl&rm, that the 
moft flouriihing Kingdom this Day in £0- 
ropCy would certainly be ruined under the 
Condud of iiich another a Statejman.

Cmtlenim, I muft own 1 am infinitely fur- 
prifed to find that your Excellency hai been 
fo kind as to infinuatc this for me.

I am afraid, if 
I had faid thus much, you would have called 
upon the fecular Tower to have anfwercd I 
me: But fincc you are pleafed to allow all | 
this your felf, viz. That the Abilities, the 
Eloquence, and the Offofers of Tericlei, may 
give ibme Room for a 'Parallel between him 
and a certain Gentleman ; let us fee what the 
Abilities and Eloquence of Tericles really 
•were, and what fort of Men were his Of- 
fofers. As to his Abilities and Conduit, I 
have given a pretty full Account of them, 
and of the bleffed Confequences with which 
they were attended : I have likewife, in my 
Book, and in the ven Words of ^'mtilian 
and 
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and Thucydides, given an Account of his Eh- 
quence^ and of his Method of Mmu^ing a 
debate in an Affmbhf of the "People. 

To oblige your Excellency, let us nowiee 
what ibrt of Men were his Offofirs. 

EvERV Body knows that the two Men, 
who were the chief and conftant Oppfers of 
the wicked and tyrannical Defigns of ^er'tcksy 
were Ctm&n and Thucydides. 

The firft of thefe was xh^greateft Gene- 
ralj and the befi CitizeHy that ever Athens 
bred. 

His Adions were fiich as would appear 
inaedible, if all Hiftorians had not in Effeft 
given us the iame Account of them : His 
Valour and Affability renderM Athens the 
Miflreis of all Greece ; He entirely fubdued 
the ThracioftSf fubjeftcd all the Cherfonefe 

to 
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to the Commonwealth qf Athens, and built 
and peopled the City Amphi^otis. 

He now turned his Arms againft the yw- 
_fia» Empire, that conftant and dreadful Ene- 
my to Greece. After a Multitude of great 
Aaionsj at laft, with a Felicity which no 
General has yet equalled, he obtained on the 
iame Day, one moft glorious Viftory at Sea, 
and another at Land. We are expreflly 
told, that the Firft of thefe was greater thaa 
the celebrated Vidory of Salamis ; and the 
laft, than that of Tlataa. The King of 
'Perjm., whom the World in that Age called 
the great King^ frightened and amazed at 
thefe prodigious Succcfles, was glad to obtain 
a Peace upon fuch Conditions as Cimon 
thought fit to grant him ; and by a folemn 
Treaty yielded up theT>ominioHoftheSea 
fb ablblutely to the Athenians, that he a- 
greed, None of his Gallies, or Men of War, 
fhould ever appear for the future between 
the Cjanean and the CheUdonian Iflands : 
Con- 
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Confequendy by this Treaty, the haughty 
Verjiim could neither enter the JEgean Sea 
by the Euxini, nor the Mediterrmem by 
the Seas aCPamflylia, or Syria ; and the yl. 
tbenims had a vaft Tradb fecurcd to them. 

In a Word, Cmm carried the Glory of 
Athens to itsutmoft Height, made her dread- 
ed, or adored by all Nations; nor could any 
Thing, but a mo&fimitiihus Adminiftrat'un 
have poifibly ruined her in ayhei rears, after 
all thefe glorious Succefics, 

When this great Man had ended his 
Wars, and was at Lcifure to rcfide in Athens 
his whole Intercft and Eftate were always 
at the Service of Merit in Tliftrefs, and con- 
ftantly employed in the moft Generous and 
Qod-like AUims, If we may believe the 
Accounts given of him by all Hiftorians, 
(and I have tranfiribed the very Words of 
one of them, in my Letter to the King of 
Sparta,) there was not ^ Jingle liay paffcd, 

ia 
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m which the generous Cimony did not do 
ibmetfaing more great uid noble, than 'Peri' 
cles ever did, throughout the whole Courfi 
of his fhamefiil Life. 

Such was the Man, Maftcr 'Viricky who 
was the chief Ofpfer of the Defigns of 'Peri- 
cles j and whom your Hero, having mt^ 
infamoufly forged a Pkt^ and corrupted the 
Athenians with all the Money in the Trca- 
fury, got banilhed out oi Athens, as an Ene- 
my to his Country, 

Ths nioft confiderablc Perlbn next to 
Canon, who was a conftant Oppofer of the 
Meafiires of Pericles, was the virtuous and 
'Lcaxa.zAThucydidesy ihtgreateft State/m^n 
in the Age he lived : The Mean Jealoufy 
of Periclesj never permitted him to reft, 
*tUl he had alio ruined and boniihed this ex- 
cellent Man.

Time the Cries of the Peor 
pie oiTonqum grew loud and general: They 
Jaw their Taxes daily increajing^ while th«r 
Trade iWas every where /iecaying-^ they faw 
themfelves infulted by their Enemies, and 
flighted by their aldM^es: They were fen- 
fible that Xu^cbi's Adminiflration was the

His Advcriaries, who 

had miluckily got Poffeffion, not only of

Learning that appcar'd in the 2)*/^ 

fute, expofed his. fFeabtefes^ and Ihew'd hira 

to the People info many ridiculous Lights yXHiax 

whereas at firft he was only unirerfally bated^ 

he nqw grew to be raoft heartily dejpifed.

Upon all theft RefielfionSj which were 
Ibme of the wififi he ever made in his Life, 
-he detenmned to impofe Silence upon all 
thoie notable Champions, who were at pre- 
fent (o buiy in his Defence. He iiimmoned 
them all to meet him in his Apartment His 
Biockheads ihoR. came about him; and the 
StiUefiftatt having taken his ^lace at the up- 
per End of the Table, be^ke the Affem* 
bly in theie Words :

I am not a Stranstt *& yoar jywtat AbHitits } 
and ajfure you, without Flattery, that each o/yoa 
has all the veeefary Qualifieations I defire to find 
in Mea, who I wijh may conftantly jbare with 
me the Government and the publick Revenues tf 
the Kingdom of TonqtAa. ^ t dejms tfyou isy 
that from henceforth you will employ hath yoar 
Mmy ami fomr Ttm in Driaking) in Whore^ 
ing, in Gaming^ in Buildiog Hoofes, in lAtr 
kii^ Gardens, or, infrort, in whatever Manner 
your tRfftrmt Tt^s invite you to', but for God's 
fake Don't Defend Me. 

Your Excellency has concluded _>fl«r Sto- 
ry, like a methodical Writer, with the Moral 
and A^flicatim of it ; biM ydu caAnot cxped 
chat a poor Lunatkk fhould proceed in ib 
regular a Manner. The Story I have told 
your Excellency is the firft Thing that hap- 
penc4 to pop into (he Head <»f a Mad-Mam. 
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
